A WAGON FILLED WITH MEN 
FIRED INTO FROM ROADSIDE. 


The Sunnyside Mine Is Idle To-Day 
and the Negroes Imported From 
Kentucky Are in’ 

Hiding. 


PVANSVILLE, Ind., June 21.—The first 
bleodshed of the coal miners’ strike that 
has been in progress here for two months 
occurred shortly after last midnight. It 
had been decided by the proprietors of the 
Sunnyside mine that foreign miners would 
be imported to start the mines. This de- 
cision was made known to the union men 
when the Chicago scale had been offered 
them without recognizing the union. 

About thirty colored miners from Madi- 
sonville, Ky., came in over the Louisville 
& Nashville and were met at the station 
by James H. Moore, bookkeeper and a 
stockholder in the Sunnyside company. 
They were loaded into a wagon driven by 
Edward.Geiger, son of the proprietor of a 
furniture store. 

The company's plant is located on the 
northwestern edge of the city, about a 
quarter of a mile from the salt wells, and 
@s reached by a road branching from the 
right of West Maryland street. 

Moore and Geiger were in the front part 
of the wagon. While the vehicle was pass- 


ing a vacant lot just before making a turn 
in the road to go to the mines, persons on 
sides of the road fired upon the wagon. 
The driver, whipping up his horses, hur- 
ried to the mine, when it was found that 
five men were wounded. They were:

THE EAGLE AT OSWEGO, N. Y.,

Mrs. Rachel King Suffocated and the 
Proprietor, James Deyle, and His 
Wife Hurt by Jumping 
From Second Story.

T have been 
in the eame firm continuously for 28 years, 
except for three years during the war, and 
the time I spent at the head of the faltr, 
and every year we showed an increase— 
sometimes small, but always an increase. 
In 1892 we reached the high water mark.’ 
In 1893 business was below that for 1892, 
and it was every year thereafter till 1896, 
when it reached its lowest. Then it began 
to grow, year by year, and 1899 promises 
even to exceed 1892—to be the heaviest year 
of our history. 

“Niow there are those who will say that 
the fair killed our trade. Perhaps it did. 
Rut if so, it affected trade all over the 
United States, We began to notice a falling 
off in orders in 1898. The decrease was re- 
ported in every district in which we did 
business. The buying capacity seemed to 
he exhausted. Everywhere it wae the same. 
For the next three years business was 
very bad, and we began to wonder if we 
had lost our hold.

PLAINT OF THE PEOPLE. 


THE AMERICAN FLAG FLOATS, 
BUT NOT OVER CITIZENS. 


It Does Not Make American Even the 
Children Who Are Born on the 
Island Unicr Its Folds. 


NEW YORK, June 21.—The commissioners 
from ‘Porto Rico ta.the United tSates feel, 
according to Dr. BE. Julio Henna, one of 
their number that they and their adherents 
in Porto Rico have been treated scandal- 
ously by the United States, and so they 
have prepared a protest, which Dr. Henna, 
after consultation with Dr. '(M. Zena Candia, 
another commissioner, has given out. The 
protest says: 

“Porto Rico finds itself at this moment 
In an extraordinary situation. The island 
is de facto by virtue of actual occupation, 
and de jure, by virtue of the treaty of peace 
between the United States and Spain, con- 


cluded at Paris on December 10, 1898. an 
integral part of the territory of the United 
States of America. Nevertheless its soil, 
its ports, its commerce and its inhabitants 
are not for any practical purposes consid- 
ered American. The flag of the United 
States of America floats over the soil of 
Porto (Rico, but it does not make American 
even the children who aré born under its 
Shade. Ships coming from the ports of the 
United States of America and entering a 
port of ‘Porto Rico, do not enter an Ameri- 
can, but a foreign port, and are subject to 
pay customs duties, tonnage dues, etc. The 
cammerce of Porto Rico with the rest of 
the United States of America, instead of 
being free as the commerce between Mas- 
sachusetts and Florida or New York and 
Louisiana, is burdened by a tariff, heavier 
and more obnoxious than that which was in 
force when ‘Porto Rico was Spanish and its 
commerce was subject to the reciprocity 
arrangements which, under the inspiration 
of Mr. Blaine, were concluded in 1890 be- 
tween the United States and Spain. And 
although Porto Rico is American and its 
overnment is vested in American officiais 
rom the Governor-General! to the 
health officials of the humblest port of the 
is.and, no protection is given to any Porto 
Rican except upon condition that it be care- 
fully expressed that he ts protected as a 
native Porto Rican, but not as an American.

SKETCHES OF THE CANDIDATES. 


STONE AND GOEBEL SAID TO 
~ HAVE MADE A DEAL. 


The Latter Is an Old-Style Kentucky 
Politician, Having Killed His 
Man in a Street Duel at 
Covington. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 19.—Though 
lack'ng the picturesque background and 
berder of bowle knives; guns, Jack Chinn 
and the State militia, which has h therts 
rendered Kentucky politics unique as well 
as exciting, the present race for Governor 
in the Democratic convention, meeting here 
to-day, is one of the most intense conflicts 
the State has ever known. 

The candidates for the Democratic nom- 
ination are William Goebel of Kenton, P. 
Wat Hardin of Mercer and W. J. Stone of 
Kuttawa. 

William Goebel partakes in some degree 


of the style of the Kentucky politician of 
the old school. He has “kill his man.” 
In Covington he and William Sanford, a 
political adversary, engaged in a street 
duel in front of the courthouse, which re- 
sulted in the death of Sanford, and left 
Goebel with a coat perforated with a bullet 
hole. He treasures the coat as proof of:the 
fact that ‘he dropped his man in fair and 
open confiict. He ts reputed to wear a 
coat of mail. This, though denied, fa stock 
in trade with the Hardin followers. Goebel 
is of Pennsylvania-Dutch extraction, 

Goebel is the author of the Goebel elec- 
tion law, which was passed over Bradley's 
veto by the last legislature and which 
placed the control of elections tn the hands 
of a board of election commissioners com- 
posed of three Democrats. The board con- 
trols county boards, which, by the grace 
the victors, include one Republican each; 
the other two members are Democrats. 

“T am a@gainst the L. & N. Railroad,” is 
the line on which Goebel has pitched his 
Campaign, for the railroads are not popu- 
lar in Kentucky. 

“I am the lamb that was led to the 
slaughter,” is the keynote of P. Wat Har- 
din’s campaign speeches. Hardin was the 
last Democratic candidate for Governor. 
His nomination was the result of an agree- 
ment by which, in return for accepting 
Hardin, the gold Democrats secured a plat- 
form which declared for gold and which 
indorsed Cleveland, Carlisle and Lindsay. 
Hardin bolted his platform and was beaten 
by Bradley. 

W. J. Stone is an ex-Confederate soldier 
and lost a leg in service, 

The general trend of these maneuvers 
has been toward a Stone-Goebel combina- 
tion for the organization of the conventioon 
and late to-night this was practically 
agreed won. 

The plan ts said to be to throw the com- 
hined vote of these candidates to Stone 
for Governor, if Goebel, after a full teat 
of his individual strength in the convention, 
shall fail of a nomination. Goebel, who is 
cretited with being the shrewdest political 
manager of the three aspirants, had 200 
delegates instructed for him first, last and 
all the time, and with this fulerum he has 
giver. to-night’s conferences a tur 
more favorable to him than might have 
‘been the case as he has the smallest num- 
ber of Instructed delegates, Failing a nom- 
ination for Governor, Goebel, it ts said, % 
to secure the minor offices for his friends 
and control the State Central Committee. 

With the party organization in his hands 
during the campaign he will be in a strong 
position for the next senatorial ht. 

Gen, Hardin’s seconds are confident of 
him, but his posttion as the leading candi- 
date in point of instructed delegates ap- 
parenmtiy has served to weaken him by 
bringing together his two opponents. There 
are a large number of contests and the dis- 
posal of these is likely to give a winning 
advantage to the combination that organ- 
izes the convention. There is Mttle inter- 
est in the race for minor positions on the 
ticket. These nominations will depend alto- 
oe on the result of the gubernatorial! 
contest.

One-half of the present capitalization of the street railways 
is water. It is estimated by experts that the total cost of 
the street railway properties in this city does not exceed 
$20,000,000. 

Add to this sum the $5,000,000 which the syndicate expects to 
expend in the consolidation of the properties and the total 
actual investment in St. Louis street railway properties will 
be $25,000,000. 

But the capitalization of the consolidated monopoly: will be, 
according to the local organ of the monopolists, $100,000,000. 
Tne syndicate will have in pure monopoly franchise value— 
not representing one dollar of investment but a free gift of 
the State and municipal legislatures—$75,000,000. 

This vast sum in marketable stocks and bonds will be a 
mortgage on the street transportation privileges of St. Louis 
which the people of the city must carry and pay. 

Yet Gov. Stephens says there is no monopoly oppression in 
the law or in the consolidation and the stock kiting it legalizes. 

What do the people get for this mortgage of $75,000,000 on 
their street railway privileges? A vague promise of trans- 
fere, which Gov. Stephens hails v\\A a great boon to the work- 
ing men. If the transfer promise is carried out the actual 
benefits of the new transfer system over the present transfer 
privileges will be slight and will be reaped by few people. 
They will be infinitesimal compared to the millions reaped 
by the syndicate. 

Gov. Stephens knew that half of the present capitalization 
of the St. Louis street railways is water. He knew that the 
syndicate expected under the monopoly law to vastly increase 
this water. He knew that deals and bond and stock issues 
were arranged in bank offices fo reap millions of dollars on 
the fruits of monopoly. 

If the Legislature had been honest and had cared for the 
interest of the people it would have secured for the people a 
share of the benefits of its provisions by reducing the street 
railway fares. It would have made it impossible for the street 
railway syndicate to squeeze out of the people of St. Louis 
a clear promt of $75,000,000 over the money actually invested 
in street railway property. 

If Gov. Stephens had been honestly careful of the interests 
of the working people of St. Louis he would not have signed 
a bill which permitted the street railway syndicate to charge 
a five-cent fare and make handsome returns on $75,000,000 of 
flat capital. 

What must the people think of the Governor's motive when 
he sets off this profit of $75,000,000 in monopoly franchises, 
which the peopie must pay in five-cent fares, with a promise 
of a pitiful increase of transfers? 


The street railway syndicate get out of the consolidation 
law a clear profit of $55,000,000 and an absolute monopoly of 
the street railway franchises and facilities of St. Louis with 
the political power and spoil accruing thereto. 

The people get a promise of an addition to the transfer 
system. 

What induced Gov. Stephens to sign this bill?

Little Lessons on Custards and Other 
Egg Dishes, by Sally Joy White. 
LESSON NO. 1. 
GOOD rule for custards is five eggs 
to one quart of milk, and one heap- 
! ing tablespoonful of sugar to each 
egg. If your eggs are large and rich and 
heavy. as well as fresh (for you know 
eggs for any purpose must be fresh), faur 
may be used to one quart of milk, but you 
will need the five tablespoonfuls of sugar. 
Milk for the custard should be heated, al- 
though not boiled, before adding to the 
eggs. 

Always boil your milk and cook your cus- 
tard in your double boiler. If you do not 
happen to have one, or if you have one and 
it is fin use, you may improvise one by 
setting a tin pail insiae a kettle of boilin 
water.

It is quite deep, tapers from the top to 
the bottom, so that it.will fit in any tea 
kettle, and holds about iwuw quaris JI 
think I value it next to my dowble boiler, 
and there isn’t a day that it isn’t used, 
sometimes several times ih the day. 

Custards are smoother and better and 
much lighter and more delicate if the yolks 
and whites are beaten separately, the lat- 
ter stirred in at the last. 

Here is the rule for lied custards: Use 
One quart of milk, one half a saltspoonful 
of salt, five eggs, five heaping tablespoon- 
fuls of sugar and one teaspoonful of va- 
nilla extract. If you like your custard 
quite en flavored use an extra half tea- 
spoonful of the vanilla. 

Heat the muiik, beat the i the whites 
and yolks separately, and beat the sugar 
and the salt into the yolks; add the milk, 
@ little at a time, to the yolks, and stir 
well; then add the beaten whites and re- 
turt: to the douvle bolicr. Stir gently while 
the custard is cooking. When it is nearly 


done the foam on the top disappears and 
the custard clings to the spoon. You can 
feel that it !s growing thicker, and you 
must not leave it an instant. 

As soon as it is perfectly smooth take it 
off the fire, pour it into the glasses and 
set it aside to cool. Boiled custard is richer 
when only the yolks are used, and you 
may Make many custard combinations by 
using the white of the eggs separately and 
adding it after the custard is cold.

ADVICE TO MOTHERS, 

My baby is 15 months old and is fed regularity 
five times a day. It is still very fond of taking 
its milk from the bottle. I am told this is bad. 
Is it injurious? A MOTHER. 

On the contrary, it is a good thing. The 
child drinks more slowly than it otherwise 
would and probably with far greater relish. 
The books say that at 18 or 20 months the 
weaning from the bottle must begin. Yet 
this is not always desirable. Often a child 
who is not stromm will take far more nour- 
lishment if given In this way than in any 
other; sometimes a sufficient amount, when 
food would otherwise be refused. Rules for 
little ones need not always be made of cast 
iron. They muat be a Ittle elastic now and 
then. If your child does not seem to be do- 
ing Well a@ litte later it may thrive better 
on four meals daily, at 8 12 noon, 4 and 8 
in the evening, or 7, 11, 3,7. Remember to 
feed it slowly and carefully. A child the 
age of yours should never feed itself. for it 
will probably bo.t its food and acquire oth- 
er bad habits that lead to tndigestion.

TRE STURDY PEOPLE REGARD IT 
AS A FIGHT FOR LIBERTY. 


Ergland Is Anxious to Avoid a Con- 
flict, But Kruger’s Stubborn 
Stand May Force Hostile 
Action by Great Britain. 


LONDON, June 21.—England may soon 
feel that she is forced to make war on the 
Boers of the Transvaal. President Kruger 
seems to be stiff-necked, and if he persists 
In his proscriptive policy against the Uit- 
landers, England cannot well avoid a clash 
with the Republic. 

The St. James Gazette says that Gen. 
Joubert, commander-in-chief of the Boers, 
will take the offensive immediately in case 
of war with England. He has available 
for use 20,000 men armed with Mauser r- 
fies, 42 quick-firing guns 4 1000 artillery- 
men. According ta the yn of campaign

After he had assisted materially in driving out 
the wild beasts, conquetins the savages, settling 
the country, discovering and developing the dia- 
mond fields, the English suddenly discovered that 
they had a claim to thts far-away country. He 
was only a plain Boer, or farmer, when his fel- 
low subjects determined-to resist the British. In 
188i, at the head of a handful of Dutch farmers, 
he met the British army at Majuba Hill and put 
it to flight after great slaughter. This secured 
liberty for the Boers, and they accordingly look 
upon Gen. Joubert, now Vice-President of the 
South African Republic, as the Washington of 
their country. Gen. Joubert visited this country 
in the latter part of 1890 for the purpose of ar- 
ranging an exhibit at the World's Fair for South 
African products. While in New York the Holland 
Society arranged many receptions and dinners in 
his honor.

The Boers within 
the last few years have organized and 
drilled an effective force of 20,000 riflemen, 
and within the last few years they have 
purchased 42 rapid-fire guns of the most 
improved pattern. A British officer is au- 
thority for the statement that these guns 
could outfi¢ht the entire artillery force of 
Great Britain in South Africa. 

The Boers are standing for their rights. 
They went into the wilderness to be free. 
Their independence was acknowledged in 
1852, and for 2% years they were at peace. 
Then gold was discovered, and there came 
another British invasion. The Outlanders 
who went to the Transvaal! for gold then 
believe they are strong enough now to 
overpower the people in their homes, but, 
in the spirit that characterized their up- 
risings in 1840, 1848 and 182, the Boers are 
preparing to defend themselves. 

When the Transvaal was annexed by 
Great Britain, In 1881, the Boers repelled 
and made so strong @ ht at Majuba hill 
that the sympathy of the descendants ol 
the Dutch throughout Cape Colony was 
with them. Although all these people ot 
Dutch antecedente were counted as sub- 
jects of the British empire, they joined 
in indignant protest against the war on the 
Boers. It was a question of allenating the 
Dutch of Cape Colony or of making peace 
with the Boers, and the British vern- 
ment chose the latter. At the time there 
was a strong public eentiment in favor of 
taking all South Africa out of the British 

re and declaring its independence, The 
Netherlands, Belgium ermany sym- 
pathized with this feeling. They would sym- 
thize with it to-day.

Primary Election Law Vetoed 
by Gov. Stephens. 


APPLIED ONLY TO ST. Louis. 


HOLDS THAT IT INCREASES THE 
COST OF ELECTIONS. 


Makes the Machinery More Cumber. 
some and Needlessly Adds to the 
Expense of Candidates Who 
Run for Office. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., June 21.—Gov. 
Stephens this morning vetced Senator 
Bushche’s primary election bill for St. 
Louls. The veto message says: 

“This bill would repeal section 4796 C and 
enact a wew section tn lieu thereof, to be 
known as section 4796C, and would amend 
section 4796 G of an act relating to elections, 
primary, in cities of 300,000 inhabitants or 
over, an act to be found at page 117 of the 
session act of 1847, and applying only to 
St. Louis. 

“This act amends section 47% C as it ap- 
pears in the session acts of 1997, in this 


respect, to-wit: Section 4796 C, as adopted 
in 1397, provides two judges and one cleray 
for each election precinct, while the act 
of 189 permits, or rather provides, that 
from each list submitted there snall be se- 
lected ome judge and one clerk for ever 
delegation submitted, to act at such pri- 
mary election, unless there are three or 
four delegations submitted, in which event 
only one judge or one clerk, as the Dlection 
Commissioners may choose, shall be select- 
ed for each delegation. This act of 1890 
might materially increase the expense of 
holding primary elections, and would only 
complicate the election machinery by add- 
ing additional judges and clerks. 

“Two judges and one clerk have been con- 
sidered sufficient, according to the policy 
of our law heretofore, to hold a primary 
election for a political party. It must be 
remembered that this law is to control an 
election pay within a political party, 
and not to apply to general elections, where 
different parties are to be represented at 
the election. This privilege of having one 
judge and one clerk for each delegation 
might be so abused as to cause fifteen or 
twenty judges or clerks in one election pre- 
cinct, by politiclans or other running dif- 
ferent delegations for some ulter:or purpose. 
The election machinery of the State should 
be as simple and direct as possible, as inex- 
ensive as it can be made, consistent with 
ts efficiency. Section 479 G is amended Dy 
this act of 1899, by increasing the deposit 
$5 a candidate is required to make in order 
to be voted for at such a ents, election, 
and increases the amount that the mem- 
bers of a political party, holding the pri- 
mary election, will have to pay in order to 
run a ticket at such primary. The amount 
is increased in each case from $10 to $15 
and the qualified voters of the ward, not 
less than twenty in number, who may de- 
sire to run a ticket at such primary elec- 
tion, are simply taxed $5 additional by this 
bill. This is not im accordance with the 
pirit of our insti.utions, I can see no partic. 
usar reason why ths increase should be 
made. The ordinary candidate has suf- 
ficient amount of drain upon his pocket 
book already, and it should not be the aim 
of our laws or the policy of our State gov- 
vernment to increase the expenses of those 
who may desire to tecome candidates before 
the people for the offices to be filled by the 
voters. The common complaint now is 
that it costs more money than the office is 
worth to obtain it, and the lavish expendi- 
ture of money in elections of the State 
should be discouraged. 

“By section 479 of the act of 1897, It is 
nnvibed that the judges and clerks may 
receive $8 per day for their services. If 
fifteen or twenty delegations were run, and 
a judge and clerk appointed for each one, 
it would enormous.y increase the expense of 
the primary election: This act of 1899 simply 
makes more cumbersome and increases the 
expense of the primary election, which is 
already, I think, sufficiently expensive. 
The act of 1897, as it stands on the statute 
books, seems to be a complete law, and 
see no benefits to be conferred by _ the 
amendments provided for in this bill. I 
therefore ows you ae.

Kennedy, the Queil Hunter, having been 
convicted and sentenced to séventeen years 
in the penitentiary, the State has elected 
to next try “Jennings,” the man of mys- 
tery, for complicity tn the Macomb train 
robbery. While the identity of “Jennings” 
has long been tn doubt, there is no longer 
any belief that he is the notorious Bill 
Ryan, of James’ gang fame. A Pinkerton 
detective? however, is authority for the 
statement that “Jennings” is a criminal 
of little lesser note than the veteran train- 
robber and that it will be shown at his 
trial that he is Harry Glenn, once a pro- 
fessional baseball player of fame, and 
later a crook of all round ability and a 
dozen aliases. 

Jennings, or “Old Bill,”’ as everyone by

Nobody would ever mistake him for 
porch-climber or a pickér of pockets. He 
oears himself with an easy, self-reliant 


ovoldnéss that marks him as a ruffian rather 


than a sneak. And he has written ail over 
uim liv.d testimonials of his nerve and 
courage. He at once compeis the thought 
that ne would be a very ugly customer 
oot any Man to meéet by night in a lonely 
place. 

Though upward of years, he is still 
wiry and strong, nimble and full of vim, 
He is built for fighting. Among the yok- 
els he ts locked up with, he looks like an 
old style man-o’-war in a har full of 
Merchantmen. There is a breadth of 
shoulders, a defiant carriage, that sug- 
gests the broad rds and taut 4 “ht. % of 
a government ship. In a word 
Fitzsimmons-built fellow—all arms and 
shoulders; small of head and ins.gnificant 
of abdomen. He is a veteran. All over 
him are the sign-manuals of his enemies.

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DEVELOPMENT OF THE SUNDAY- 
SCHOOL IN ST. IOvUIs. : 


MORE TEACHERS WANTED. 


Much Good Accomplished and the In- 
stitution Reported to Be Entirely 
Self-Eustaining. 


The celebration of an anniversary last 
Sunday recalls the fact that the first. Chi- 
nese Sunday School was founded by Rev. 
D. D. Jones, a missionary, who had been 
in China, He arrived in St. Leuls in 
August, 1878, and on Sept. 3 of ‘the same 
year, organized the school with seven 
pupils, and at the time Mr. Charles E. 
Ford was chosen superintendent. 

Mr. Ford began the work with the as- 
sistance of Miss Ada Marvin, Mercia Mar- 
vin, Cornelia Marvin, Alice Waite, Mary A. 
Leegman, Sadie Sharp, Jeffie Payne, Will- 
ard E. Townsend, Mrs. A. R. Payne and 
Mrs. Kate Warren, and had.as scholars 
Ah Sam, Ah See, Ah Clay; Ah Auk, Ah 


Hay, Ah Goon, Ah Why, Again, See Mow 
Sin, e cane, Jeu Gong, Wong u, Wong 
, o ee, ' 

Sunday School was held in the Y. M. C. 
H. Hall at 704 Olive street. every Sunday 
afternoon and since that time the work 
has steadily increased in number, for over 

Chinese have received instruction in 
this school; 760 teachers have given imstruc- 
tion from time to time. 

In 1880 the school moved to Eleventh and 
Locust and increased the number of pu- 
pils to 75 and the teachers to 50. Until 1886 
it ‘was the only school of its kind. 

In February, 188, a branch was started 
in the old Second Presbyterian Church, with 
r. Trusdale as superintendent; in 1890 
branch in Pilgrim Church, Dr. Joslyn, 
superintendent; 1881 a branch in First Chris- 
.tan Church, W. H. McClain, superinten- 
dent; in 1891, East St. Louis branch, Miss 
Buckland, superintendent; in 1884, a branch 
at Grand Avenue Church, Mr. eenwood 
superintendent. At the present time only 

three of these schools are in existence. 

During 1886 and for several years after 
the school averages 4 to 50 scholars. Dis- 
couragements came in 18%, but since 1896 
the school has improved under the guidance 
of Superintendent Avery. Many’ of the 
scholars joined the churches and are living 
upright, Christian lives. me have re- 
turned to China to tell the glad tidings to 
their countrymen. Others in different parts 
of ine United States, and still others have 

ed. 


Among the number is one by the name 
of Jeu Hawk, who,lives in Portland, Ure. 
He is doing missionary work on the Pacific 
Coast. He attended the Y. P. 8. C. E. con- 
vention in 1891 and made one of the finest 
addresses of the meeting. In closing he 
said: ‘“‘Your country does not want us, but 
your Christianity is broad enough to take 
us all in. The Chinese are a grateful peo- 
re. never forgetting a kindness shown 

em.” 

In February, 1898, the school moved to its 
Present quarters. It is self-supporting and 
is kept up by collections taken every Sun- 
day, which amounted to over $90 the past 

ear, and for missionary purposes about 

15. The average attendance the past year 
was 27. The number could be increased if 
more teachers could ‘be had. Miss Laury of 
2834 Dayton street has been a faithful teach- 
er in the Chinese Sunday-schoo] for years 
and, perhaps, Dae been the means of do- 
ing more good for the Christianizing of the 
Chinese than any two men in St. uls.

THEY WANT A LARGER PRICE. 


National System Has Not Yet Suc- 
cumbed—Funeral Car Company 
Being Organized. 


Brown Bros. of New York have not suc- 
ceeded in making all the street railway 
companies in St. Louls see the advantages 
of a general consolidation. It is probably 
a question of price. 

On the authority of President Corwin, H. 
Spencer of the Southern-National system 
these lines are still independent. This is 
one of the largest systems in the city, com- 
prising the Southern Electric, the only line 
to Jefférson Barracks, the Broadway cable 
the Cass avenue and Fair Grounds, the 
Southwestern, the Easton avenue, the 


Northern Central and the Union lines. 
These lines compete in most every section 
of the city with the lines already controlled 
by Brown Bros,, and Mr. Spencer and his 
fellow owners, Knowing their advantage, 
are probably holding out for a big price. 

A report was current Tuesday that an 
agreement had been reached and that the 
transfer was about to be made, but this 
was denied by President Spencer Wdnes- 
ay. 
‘There is absolutely no truth In that re- 
port,” he said. ‘“‘We are still in the street 
railway business as large as life and are 
very well satisfied with the aituation.” 

aril] you say what you intend to do in 
regard to this consolidation?’ 

“No, because I don’t know. I ama trader, 
and I r.ever know what will happen.”’ 

It is said that one bar to the acquisition 
of the Southern-National system by the 
syndicate is the refusal of James Campbell, 
Onristian Peper and others, who own about 
30 per cent of the stock of the Broadway 
line, to sell. It is said the basis upon 
which the transfer was to be made was 
that all the stock of the Broadway l.ne 
should be included. 

The Suburban is the other line that is 
holding out. 

It is likely that when the consoli4ation 
is complete, the syndicate will not only cen- 
trol the etreet railway lines of St. uls, 
but also the business of the Missouri-Kd- 
ison Blectric Light and Power CC). The 
Lindell people are largely interested in this 
company and it is reported that a deal is 
on for its absorption. This will give the 
syndicate a monopoly on street railroads 
and a big share of the electric light and 
power business.
